most every market there is quite a 
variety of these — including liver 
sausage, different types of bologna 
and salami, dry sausages, and meat 
Joaves. You may not think of frank- 
furters as being ready-cooked, but 
they are also im this group. 

All of these meats are highly ne- 
tritions, They're thrifty, too, be- 
cause there is no bone or waste to 
them. One pound will serve 4 or 5 
people, depending on the way they 
are used, Table-ready meats are 
made of quality beef, pork, veal or a 
combination of these. The special 
meat loaves may contain other 
foods combined with the meat, such 
as macaromi, cheese, pickles and 
pimiento, 

It really pays to keep a supply of 
ready-to-serve meats on hand be- 
cause they fit into almost any occa- 
sion. What's more, they keep well 
in the refrigerator for as long as oue 
or two weeks. If you are going to 
serve them as “cold cuts” the same 
day vou buy them, you can take ad- 
vantage of the extra convenience of 
having them sliced at the market. 
Generally, however, it’s smart to 
buy these meats by the piece. 
They'll keep longer without drying 
out; and you can cut them as you 
wish for different uses—in thin 
slices for sandwiches, in thicker 


| slices for broiling, im cubes for a 


casserole, im julienne strips (like 
matches) for a salad bowl. 
Another good tip is to get several 


ing you a Jot of work, But do take 


an extra minute or two to arrange 
the platter carefully, and try to vary 
it a little each time. Here is your 


chance to use your imagination and 
your artistic talents! 

One way to obtain variety is to 
slice and serve the meats differently 
—you can have round slices (differ- 
ent sizes perhaps), half-moon shces 
and square slices. Cornucopias and 
rolls are casy to make, too.

Or use an oval platter 
and put a row of individual salads 
(molded or otherwise) down the 
center, with the sliced meats on 
cither side. A few other ideas: gher- 
kin pickles cut and spread out like 
fans, radish roses, sliced cucumber, 
tomato wedges, deviled eggs, slices 
of cheese, green and ripe olives. 

Prepared meats served hot are 
still hurry-up numbers, casy to fx 
and tasty enough to please the lazi- 
est appetite. Frankfurters are an old 
standby—but try heating them m 
barbecue sauce or split lengthwise, 
lay strips of cheese on top and 
brown in the broiler. All table-ready 
meats lend themselves to broiling 
or panbroiling. Cook just long 
enough to brown nicely and heat 
through. For variety, cut meat in 
cubes and thread onto skewers with 
pickled onions, tiny tomatoes or 
chunks of pineapple; then broil. 

Slices of round bologna when 
heated will curl up into cups. These 
are attractive and delicious filled 
with creamed potatoes, scrambled
